Mr. Fillmore and the Lobos Islands 
Affair 


Tt. is. quite generally. known. that. the su- 
thorities at Washington are preparing a case 


“upon which.to ask of the Peruvian Govern- 
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ment suitable indemnity to E. G, Benson, of 
this City, for losses sustained by him, arising 
out of his unfortunate Lobos Island Guano 
speculation, and public attention is thus again 
drawn to the subject. Recent developments 
have. very much changed the character of 
Mr. Bsysown’s claim, in the estimation of the 
community. At first it was viewed as a bold 
and unprincipled speculation, having no 
honest basis, and was ‘universally decried. 
In the new light shed upon it, this claim cer- 
tainly seems well worthy of careful. scrutiny 
before it shall be condemned. 

It will be remembered that during the Ad. 
ministration of Mr. Fruimore, one Captain 
Jswerr:drew out from Mr. Wesstexr—then 
Secretary of State—a letter’ viewing the 
Lobos Islands as derelict territory, and de- 
claring the guano deposits found upon them 
to be freé to citizens of any and all nations 
who might. choose to collect and carry them 
‘away. Acting under this implied pledge of 
protection, Mr. Benson chartered numerous 
ships, and sent them out.to the Lobos Islands 
fully prepared to remove the deposits in great 
quantities. But Peru stepped in and set up 
her claim to the Islands ; and, as our Gov-. 
ernment failed to sustain the letter of Capt. 
Jewett by instant. and decisive action, of 
course the enterprise fell through. 

‘Mr. Buneon immediately preferred a claim 
at Washington against the Government of 
the United States for damages accruing from 
its failure to afford the protection to its citi- 
zen and his rights wifich is the duty of the 
Government. This claim: was sconted at 
once, and on all hands; and the chief argu- 
ment made against it was the assertion 
that Mr, Weserer’s letter to Capt. Jewerr 
‘was an unofficial document, which could not 
bind the Government in the slightest degree, 
either in law or in equity...Not long. since 
‘jt was stated on behalf of Mr: Benson, that 
the Wesstex-Jewsrr letter was approved 
and endorsed by President Fiutmors. This 
the Buffalo Commercial Advertiser denied a 
few days ago, with a great deal of positive- 
ness, much to the surprise of gentlemen who 
are aware ofthe relations subsisting between 
that journal and the late President, and who 
Anew the truth of that the Commercial so flatly 
Menied. Our Buffalo cotemporary now con- 
feases its error and adniits that Mr. Firtuors 
did apptove the Juwerr letter,—a very im- 
portant admission both. for Mr. Brnson and 
the country. 

The facte are these: Mr. Wasiean wrote 
the Jewerr letter and -submitted the rough 
draft to Mr. Firimors, by whom it was en- 
dorsed, ‘‘ approved April 2, 1852,” and signed.

found, it was undoubtedly supposed to havé 
been jost or destroyed. Recently it was 
‘found by the executors of the deceased states- 
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There were persons of unscrupulous’ and 
easily led-away temperaments -who, when 
they became: possessed of a policy of Insu- 
rance, were to all intents: and purposes 
possessed of a demon, ‘They yearned for fire 
and .sulphurous fumes with the eagerness of 
the Red .Gentleman in. Der Freischutz. 
While this state of things continued fires 
were the daily bread of the Press, The item- 
izer of City fires had an overwhelming occu- 
“pation.’ From the Ist of March to the ist' of 
May he had no rest, but like the sorrel horse 
of Virginia was ‘supposed ‘to sleep standing. 
He had to make short visits to all the Wards 
with the conscientious punctuality of a New. 
Year's caller. He was forever immersed in 
figures, and talkéd of twenty thousand in this 
office and twenty» thousand in ‘that, as if dol- 
lars were nothing to Insurance companies, 
and as if they would be rather pleased than 
otherwise at.a good round total. The profes- 
sion of the itemizer has since been ruined by 
the decision and firmness of the Grand Jury. 
What fires now occur are mostly accidental, 
and are overcome speedily by tlie activity’ of. 
the department. Wholesome administration 
of the laws has done it. ‘The finest fire com- 
pany in the City cannot cempare with the 
twelve influential gentlemen who are now 
holding their levees in the salon of the Crimi- 
nal Court. They can stop fires without wast- 
ing water, breath or temper. 

Half of those which happened under the old 
regime were consequential rather than acci- 
dental,—resulting from the proximity of the 
lst of.May more than from the carelessness 
of individuals. Some people who: had con- 
fused ideas as to the impropriety of setting 
fire tg houses, were in the habit of burning 
their old ‘furniture and putting up with néw 
at the expense of the Insurance Companies, 
rather than submit to the annoyance and ex- 
tortion of City cartmen. There were many 
advantages in thus exchanging “old lamps 
for new,” and the system would have been 
perpetuated, without doubt, had it been 
equally agreeable all round. But it was not, 
History—according to CHartes Laus—fur- 
nishes us with a parallel case. Roast pig 
was firet discovered, says that eminent au- 
thority, by a wealthy Chinese citizen, whose 
house happened to be destroyed by fire. He 
was so overcome by the gastronomic sensa- 
tion occasioned by the calamity, that he im- 
mediately burned down all his other houses 
in order that he might gloat over the remains 
of other pigs. The luxury was an expensive 
one, but that didn’t matter; every one whe 
had a pig set fire to his house for the privilege 
of eating him crisp. At length the Grand 
Jury of the Celestial land put a stop to’ the 
madness. If—and-that is precisely what is 
being done here—instead of pig you read 
policy, (that being the modern pig at which 
every one tried to:take a private nibble,) you 
will understand why the process was no more 
acceptable now than in those remote days. 
An example had to be made ; the sword de- 
‘scended with fell certainty, and a wholesome 
terror possessed the minds of all other pig— 
or policy—holders. 

There has undoubtedly been a great and 
sudden reduction in the number of fires. 
This wholesome result has been facilitated by 
the Insurance Companies themselves. ~ Un- 
der the oppressive patronage of the ist of 
May system they gave some unpleasant indi- 
cations of “caving in.” ..Policy holders 
thought therefore, wisely enough, that ‘it 
would be more. prudent and economical to 
cart away their old traps than to burn them— 

at all events until the Companies could afford 
to pay for new ones. ‘Besides, burning furni- 
ture has become a little dangerous, for al- 
though it does not matter so long as the In- 
surance Companies only are the sufferers, it 


becomes unpleasant when you are likely to be 


“gent up” for the indulgence; and the au- 
thorities have been preternaturally watchful 
since commitments were obtained. 

There will doubtless-be other occasions for 
instilling into the minds of the unscrupulous 
some additional lessons of a stern and salu- 

character. More examples.are wanted, | 
and they are at hand.
